Losrpotf, April I.—Further particulars 
of tho disastrous Storm at Apia have just 
been received. 
The hurricane burst upon 
tho harbor suddenly. 
The German man- 
of war Eber was the first vessel to drag her 
anchor. 
She became unmanageable and 
was driven helplessly on the reef which 
runs around the harbor. 
She struck, 
broadside on, at 6 o’clock in the morning. 
Tho shock caused her to lurch and bound 
back, and she sunk in a moment in deep 
water. 
Most of her men were under 
hatches and scarcely a soul of them es­ 
caped. 
The German war ship Adler was 
the next to succumb. 
She was lifted bod­ 
ily by a huge wave and east on her beam 
ends on the reef. 
A terrible struggle for 
life ensued among |he officers and sailors 
aboard. 
Many plunged Intp the surf and 
struck out, some reaching the shore in 
safety. 
Others retnaiqed on the ship till 
the masts fell. 
Of these only two reached 
tho shore. 
The captain of the Adler and 
several other officers were saved. 
Meanwhile the United States ship Nipsic 
had been dragging her anchors and drift­ 
ing toward the shore. 
The Captain, how­ 
ever, managed to keep control, and ran 
her on a sand bank. 
Boats were immedi­ 
ately lowered, and the whole company was 
saved with tho exception of six men. Those 
were drowned by the capsizing of a boat. 
W reck of the Yandalia. 
Tho United States steamer Vandalia wa9 
carried before the gale right upon tho 
roof. 
She struck with a terrible shock, 
hurling tho Captain against a catling gun 
and ho fell stunned. 
Before ho could re­ 
cover a., great wave swept tho deck and 
washed him and others away into tho sea. 
Tho vessel sunk fifty yards from the Nip­ 
sic, and several of the officers and men 
wont down with her. 
Others perished 
while making desperate efforts tb swim to 
tho shore. 
Some of tho ship’s company 
tried to save themselves by clinging to tho 
rigging, but heavy 
and swift-running 
w aves dashed over them, and one by one 
th ey were swept away. 
By this timo eight had set in. 
Many 
natives and Europeans had gathered on the 
shore, all anxious to render assistance to 
tho unfortunate crews, but owing to the 
darkness they were wholly unable to be of 
service. 
Soon after the Vandalia sunk the Amer­ 
ican war-ship Trenton broke from her 
anchorage and was driven upon the wreck 
of tho Vandalia, whence she drifted to the 
shore. 
Tho bottom of the Trenton was 
completely stove and hor hold was half 
full of water. 
As morning broko tho German man-of- 
war Olga, which had hitherto withstood 
the gale, although much battered by tho 
heavy seas w hich constantly broke upon 
her, became unmanageable and was driven 
upon the rocks, where sho lay in a tolerably 
favorable position. 
The F atalities. 
The following is a record of tho officers 
and men lost: 
Eber—Tho captain and all other officers 
except one, and seventy-six men. 
Vandalia—Tho captain, four officers and 
forty men. 
Nipsic—Seven men. 
Adler—Altogether fifteen persons. 
Mataafa sent a number of his meu to tho 
assistance of tho wrecked ships. They ren­ 
dered splendid aid in trying to float tho 
Olga. 
Berlin, April I.— Emperor William was 
deeply moved by tho nows of tho Samoan 
disaster. He immediately telephoned to 
Prince Henry and afterward conferred 
with Count Von Moltko, Princo Bismarck, 
a n i others.

President Harrison expressed his warm ap­ 
preciation and that of tho wholo people of 
this country for the QuOen’s considerate 
sympathy in tho calamity that had over­ 
whelmed our naval crows at Samoa.

FAT FOOD FOK FLAMES. 


B ig Chicago M arket Durned, E n tail­ 
ing a Loss of 875,000. 
Chicago, April 1. —- Tho four-fetory build­ 
ing on tho northeast corner of Fulton ami 
Green streets, occupied by Becker & Un- 
rath as a wholesale and retail meat mar­ 
ket, was totally destroyed by fire early this 
morning. 
Tho flames spread rapidly owing 
to the amount of grease and other inflam- 
mablo material and enveloped the entiro 
structure. 
There was a largo stock of meat on hand, 
valued at $50,000, and tho building was 
worth $25,000. 
Both will prove a total 
loss. 
The insurance is about $50,000. 
The rapid destruction of tho building 
was due to an explosion of one of tho lard 
tauks on tho lower floor, which occurred 
soon after the fire started. 
Tho report wa.s 
loud enough toawako people living a mile 
from the scene of the firo and it shattered 
the building and broke tho glass iii tho 
neighboring liou&s.

First Assistant Postmaster 
General 
Clarkson makes an explanation that is 
well worth reading concerning certain 
newspaper criticisms directed against his 
polioy in the appointment of fourth- 
class poet masters. 
He says that prac_ 
tioally all of the changes thus far have 
been made for other than political rea­ 
sons. A large number of the appoint­ 
ments made during the last administra­ 
tion were notoriously bad; a consider­ 
able number had been found to be de­ 
linquent in 
their 
accounts. 
Other 
changes had been made in order to secure 
better locations for the offices, and in 
many cases appointments had been made 
with a view to the removal of the offices 
from the vicinity of saloons. 
In every 
case of removal there had been good and 
sufficient came tnerefor. 
“ Perhaps,” 
he adde d, “it is not generally known that 
my predecessor, within the month or six 
weeks prior to March I, made over 1,000 
appointments of fourth class postmas­ 
ters, for the purpose, apparently, of forc­ 
ing them upon this administration. This 
coarse had never been pursued, to my 
knowledge, by any previous administra­ 
tion. 
Daring the last several weeks of 
President Arthur’s term not a single 
fourth-class postmaster was appointed 
except in rare in stances, where the exi- 
geneies of the service demanded it, and 
when Postmaster General Hatton re­ 
signed there were more than 3,000 resig­ 
nations on file in his office. 
The com­ 
missions of the thousand appointees of 
my predecessor were, of course, with­ 
held. and these vacancies with others are 
now being filled ai rapidly as possible.” 


KIM BERLY’S 
REPORT. 


Official A ccount o f tho D isaster—Tho 
L ist o f th e Dead. 
"Washington, 
April 
I. — Tho Navy 
Department has received a dispatch from 
Admiral Kimberly confirming tho reports 
of the loss of American and German mon- 
of- war at Samoa. 
The dispatch states that three United 
States vessels, the Vandalia, Trenton and 
Nipsic, and three German war ships, the 
names of which aro not given in the dis­ 
patch, were wrecked. 
The Vandalia and Trenton were entirely 
wrecked and the Nipsic was driven on tho 
beach, where she remains. 
The British 
war ship Calliope, which was also a Sa­ 
moa, weathered the gale. 
The loss of life 
was thirty-nine enlisted men and four offl 
cora of the United States navy and IOO 
men from the German men-of-w^r. 
Tho 
names of the United States officers lost 
were: 
CAPT. C. N, SHOON MAKER, 
PAYM ASTER F. H. ARMES, 
CLERK ROCHE of tho Vandalia, 
LIEUT. SUTTON of the marine corps. 
The navy department states that there 
are now no vessels on the Pacific coast 
ready to be sent to sea, and, in view of this 
fact, the officers and crows of the lost ves­ 
sel will have to be sent home by the usual 
means of transportation. 
The gale in 
which the ships were wrecked occurred 
March 15. 
The admiral's dispatch concludes as fol­ 
lows: 
“All were saved from the Trenton. The 
Trenton aud Vandalia crews are ashore, the 
Nipsic’s on board. 
All* the stores possible 
were saved. 
The German ships Adler and 
Eber aro total losses. The Olga is beached, 
but may bo saved. 
The German loss is 
ninety-six men. 
It is important to send 
300 mon homo at once. 
Shall I charter a 
steamer? Can charter in Auckland. Lieut. 
Wilson will remain in Auckland to obey 
your orders. 
Further accounts by mail.

Tho dispatch also says that the following 
wero lost from the Vandalia: 


The Steam er Countess of Flanders 
Collis ion w ith u M all-lloat. 
O ste x d , 
Belgium, 
April 
1. —Tho 
steamer Countess of Flanders was struck 
at 2 o’clock Friday afternoon off Dunkirk 
by tho Belgian mail-boat Priucosso Hen­ 
rietta. 
The collision occurred during a dense 
fog. 
It was at first reported that tho 
Countess of Flanders immediately sank. A 
later roport, however, says that sho is safe, 
but that her captain, her first lieutenant, 
nine of tho crew, and threo passengers 
were drowned. 
Prince Jeromo Bonaparte 
was among the rescued. 
Advices received hero this afternoon re­ 
garding tho collision state that tho Coun­ 
tess of Flanders was cut in halves and that 
the fore part at once sank. 
Tho Princess 
Henrietta took tho after part in tow and 
started for this port, but had proceeded 
only a short distance when tho portion of 
tho wreck sho was towing capsized and 
went down.

W ashington, April I.—Following is tho 
crop bulletin issued by tho signal ollico the 
past week: 
Tho rainfall has been earlier 
than usual along tho Atlantic coost from 
New York to Florida, generally along tho 
gulf coast and from Toxas northward to 
Dakota. 
Over 75 iper cent of tho normal 
rainfall is noted in tho middlo Atlantic 
States and over the greater portion of tho 
South Atlantic and Gulf States and New 
England. 
In central portion of tho cotton 
region and over the greater portion of tho 
winter-wheat region east of tho Mississippi 
tho 
seasonal 
rainfall has 
been from 
50 to 75 per cent of tho normal, ex­ 
cept in eastern Indiana, western Ohio, 
and extreme southern portion of Michigan, 
whero the rainfall bas been less than half 
tho usual amount. 
Less than half of tho 
normal rainfall has occurred in northern 
California, Oregon, and W ashington Ter 
ritory, while al>out 75 per cent is reported 
in central California, and from 80 to 95 
per cent in southern California. 
In the 
spring wheat regions of Minnesota and 
Dakota, and in tho winter wheat sections 
of tho central valleys tho weather during 
tho week was generally favorable for 
growing crops and farm work, except in 
portions of Indiana, Michigan and Ohio, 
where tho growth of crops was retarded by 
drought. 
Rains which occurrred in Ken­ 
tucky, Tennessee, and Arkansas improve 
tho crop conditions in thoso|8tatos. 
In the 
Gulf States tho general offecfc of 
the 
weather for tho week was favorable for 
tho planting of corn, cane, and rice, which 
is about completed, and for cotton plant­ 
ing, which is in progress.

T. DoWitt Talmage preached a sermon 
here yesterday on “ Wonders of Disaster 
and Blessing,” his text being,‘‘I will show 
wonders in the heavens and in tho earth.” 
Joel ii., 80. .H e said: 
Dr. Cumming—great and good man— 
would have told us tho exact tiino of tho 
fulfillment of this prophecy. 
As I stepped 
into his study in London on my arrival 
from Paris just after tho French had sur­ 
rendered at Sedan, the good doctor said to 
me: “ It is just as I told you about Fiance; 
people laughed at mo because I talked 
about tho seven horns and tho vials, but I 
foresaw all this from the Book of Daniel 
and tho Book of Revelation.” 
Not taking 
any such responsibility in tho interpreta­ 
tion of tho passages I simply assert that 
thoro are in it suggestions of mauy things in 
our time. 
Our oyes dilate and our heart quickens 
its pulsations os wo read of events in tho 
third century, the sixth century, tho eigth 
century, tho fourteenth century, but there 
are more far-reaching events crowded into 
tho nineteenth century than into any other, 
and tho last quarter Lids fair to eclipse tho 
preceding three-quarters. 
We road in the 
daily newspapers of events announced in 
one paragraph and without any special 
emphasis—of events which a Herodotus, a 
Josephus, a Xenophon, 
a Gibbon would 
have 
taken 
whole chapters or wholo 
vclumes to elaborate. 
Looking out upon 
our time we must cry out in the words of 
the text: 
“ Wonders in the Heavens and in 
tho earth.” 
I propose to show you that tho time in 
which we livo is wonderful for disaster 
and wonderful for blessing, for there must 
bo lights and shades in this picture as in all 
others. 
Need I say this day that our time 
is wonderful for disaster? 
Our world has 
had a rough time since by tho hand of God 
it was bowled out into spaco. 
It is an epi­ 
leptic earth; convulsion after convulsion; 
frosts pounding it with slodgo-hnmtner of 
iceberg and fires m elting it with furnaces 
seven hundred times heated. 
It is a won­ 
der to me it has lasted so long. 
Meteors 
shoot by on this side and graze it, and 
meteors shoot by on tho other side and 
graze it, nono of them slowing up for safe­ 
ty. 
Whole fleets and navies and argosies 
and flotillas of worlds sweep all about us. 
Our earth is like a fishing smack off th a 
banks of Newfoundland, while tho Etruria 
and Germanic and tho Arizona and tho 
City of New York rush by. 
Besides that 
our world has by 
sin 
been 
damaged 
in its 
internal 
machinery 
and 
ever 
and anon the furnaces have burst and 
the walking beams 
of 
tho 
mountain 
have broken, and tho islands have shipped 
a sea, and tho great hulk of tho world has 
been jarred with accidents that over and 
anon threatened 
immediate demolition. 
But it seems to us if our century were 
•specially characterized by disaster, vol­ 
canic, cyclonic, epidemic. 
I say volcanic, 
because an earthquake is only a volcano 
hushed up. 
When Stromboliand Cotopaxi 
and Vesuvius stop breathing lot tho foun­ 
dations of tho earth beware. 
Seven thous­ 
and earthquakes in two centuries record d 
in tho catalogue of tho Britishjassociation. 
Trajan, tho Emperor,fgoes to ancient An­ 
tioch, and amid tho splendors of his recep­ 
tion is met by an earthquake that nearly 
destroys tho Emperor’s life. 
Lisbon, fair 
and beautiful at I o’clock on tho 1st of 
November, 17.55, 
in six minutes (10,000 
people perished, and Voltaire writes of 
them: 
“ For that region it was tho last 
judgment, 
nothing 
wanting 
but 
a 
trumpet'.” 
Europe aud America feeling 
tho throb; 1,500 chimneys in Boston partly 
or fully destroyed. 
I 
But tho disasters of other centuries have 
had their counterpart in our own. 
In 
1812 Caraccsas was caught in the grip of 
tho earthquake; in 1822, in Chili, 
100,000 
square miles of land by volcanic force up­ 
heaved to four and seven feet of perma­ 
nent elevation; in 1854 Japan felt the geo­ 
logical agony; 
Naples shaken in 18-57; 
Mexico in 1858; Medosa, the capital of the 
Argentino Republic, 1801; Manilla terror­ 
ized in 1863; the Hawaiian islands by such 
forco uplifted 
and lot down in 1871; 
Nevada shaken in 1871; Antioch in 1872; 
California in 1872; San Salvador in 1873; 
while in 1883 what subterranean excite­ 
ment!

Italy weeping, all 
Europe weeping, all Christendom weeping 
whore thero were hearts to sympathize and 
Christians to pray.

•oOst'uT NevvTouudlamrand whole fleots of 
them off the coast of England. 
God help 
the poor fellows at sea and give high seats in 
heaven to the Grace Darlings aud the Ida 
Lewises aud lifeboat men hovering around 
Goodwin’s Bauds and the Skerries. 
The 
sea, owning three-fourths of the earth, pro­ 
poses to capturo the other fourth and is 
bombarding the land all around the earth. 
The moving of our hotels at Brighton 
Beach backward IOO yards from where 
they once stood, a typo of what is going on 
all around tho world and on every coast. 
Tho Dead sea rolls to-day where ancient 
cities stood. 
Pillars of temples that stood 
on hills geologists now find three-quarters 
under the water or altogether submerged. 
The sea, having wrecked so many mer­ 
chantmen and flotillas, wants to wreck the 
continents and hence disasters oceanic. 
Look at the disasters epidemic. 
I speak 
not or the plague in the fourth century

But now I turn tho leaf iii my subject 
and I plant tho white lilies and tho palm 
trees amid tho night shade and the myrtle.

Blessings of longevity, tho average of 
human lifo rapidly increasing. Forty years 
now worth 400 years once. 
Now I can 
travel from Manitoba to New York in 
threa days and throe nights. In other times 
it would have taken threo months. 
In 
other words, threo days now are worth 
throe months of other days. 
Tho average 
of human lifo 
practically 
greater now 
than when Noah lived his 050 years and 
Methusaleh lived his OOO years. 
Blessings 
of in te llig e n t: Tho Salmon P. Chases and 
the Abraham Lincolns and tho Henry VV il- 
sons of tho coming time will not lmvo to 
learn to road by pine knot torches or seat­ 
ed on shoemakers' bench, nor the Fergusons 
have to study astronomy while watching 
tho cattlo, 
Knowledge rolls its ti les along 
every poor man’s door, and his children 
may go down and bathe in them. 
If ten 
philosophers of tho last century were called 
up to recite in a class with our boys at tho 
Polytechnic, or our girls at tho Packer, 
those old philosophers would lie sent down 
to the foot of the class because they failed 
to answer tho questions! 
Free libraries in 
all tho important towns and cities of tho 
la n d .A h isto rica l alcoves and 
poetical 
shelves and magazine tables for all that de­ 
sire to walk through them or sit down at 
them. 
Blessings of 
quick I information. 
Newspapers falling all around us thick as 
loaves in a September equinoctial. 
News 
threo days old, rancid and stale. 
Wo boo 
tho whole world twico a day—through tho 
newspaper at tho breakfast table, and 
through tho newspaper at tho tea table, 
with an “extra” here and thoro between. 
Blessing of gospel proclamation: 
Do you 
not know that nearly all tho missionary so­ 
cieties have been born in this century? And 
nearly all tho Bible societies and nearly all 
the great philanthropic movements? 
A 
secretary of one of tho demonstrations said 
to mo to mo tho other day in Dakota: “ You 
were wrong when you said our denomina­ 
tion averaged a new church every day of 
the year; thoy established nine in one week,

The head is not everything, 
knowledge is not power, but merely the 
instrument of greatness, 
I do not ap­ 
peal to you for Jess head culture. No 
the last danger which we may fear is 
that of running too much to brains. But 
I do appeal for more heart culture. Let 
the head be influenced by the heart; for 
out of the culture and the mellowing of 
the heart ^conies all true happiness. 
Ma) such happiness induced by a cul­ 
tured heart be yours in abuudanee. 
In conclusion Mr. Waite said, “ Some 
of you may expect something more fro rn 
me at this time, but I trust yon will ex­ 
cuse me. Words of farewell do not ti jw 
glibly from my tongue. The feelings 
which we have for each other are

sacred to be publicly paraded. The af­ 
fection which I may have for you, or you 
for me, seems to me to be like the rela­ 
tion of husband and wife, too sacred, too 
much confided in to need any public ex­ 
pression in words. 
Mr. Waite now closes one of the most 
successful pastorates in the history of 
All Souls churoh.
